At present, for instance, 
Mesopotamia is costing the British tax- 
payer no less than £50,000,000 a year, 
and 80,000 Anglo-Indian troops are in 
occupation of the country. We admit that 
the Emir Feisul’s plan of an Arab Empire 
reaching from the Mediterranean to the 
Persian Gulf is impossible. Nevertheless, 
Great Britain has made very specific 
promises to the Emir, and, with the con- 
sent of France, should lose no time in 
putting them into effect. Some form ol 
Arab administration should be established 
throughout Syria and Mesopotamia. The 
maintenance of French and British 
bureaucracies in the countries is merely 
a drag on the taxpayers. They easily 
could be replaced by native institutions, 
under the advice and guidance of Franco 
and Great Britain. The friendship of the 
Arabs in the Middle East is exceedingly 
valuable to the Allies, not only on 
account of the oil question, but also as 
a political asset. So long as there is a 
Turk in Asia Minor or a Bolshevik south 
of the Caucasus there will be trouble in 
the Middle .East.. While the Arabs are 
on our side, however, there will be little 
cause for anxiety; but, if they throw in 
their lot with the enemies of the Allies, 
oil from Mosul will prove to be a rare 
and costly fluid.

Merchant Shipping. 

When, in the first guarter of 1916, the 
output of new ships launched from British 
yards dwindled to a bare 80,000 tons there 
were not wanting pessimists whb declared 
that the shipbuilding supremacy of the 
British Isles was lost for ever. The out- 
put increased thereafter, but to nothing 
like pre-war tonnage. In December, 1918, 
453 vessels were under ‘construction in 
British yards to the amount of 1,979,952 
tons. In the United States there were 
at that time under construction vessels 
aggregating 4,185,525 tons. At the end oí 
June, 3920, the total ships building in 
British yards had risen to 941 vessels of 
3,578,153 tons, while there are under con- 
struction in American yards only 414 
vessels of 2,105,956 tons. The British 
tonnage now under construction constitutes 
a “record’’ which, however, is likely to 
be beaten by the figures for the third 
quarter of 1920. This changed state of 
affairs must give an effective qutetus to the 
croakers who declared that, once America, 
with her vast natural resources, took to 
shipbuilding, the United Kingdom must 
be content with a very poor second place.

When the Census Biil was introduced in the 
House of Lords its provisions applied only to 
Great Britain. A separate meesure has now 
been drafted to enable a Census to be taken in 
Ireland next year, on Sunday, April 24th, and 
not every five years, as in the case of the rest 
of the United Kingdom. 

In view of threats to ignore the Census, it is 
of interest to note that the bill imposes a fine 
not exceeding £5 on any person who refuses to 
furnish the required information or who wil- 
fully gives false answers.

SHIPMENTS TO HOLYHEAD SUSPENDED. 

The Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction for Ireland have been officially in- 
formed by the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, London, that cases of suspected foot- 
and-mouth disease haye been observed amongst 
Irish enimals landed at Holyhead from Greenore. 
The Department have despatched one of their 
superintending inspectors to Holyhead, In the 
meantime, the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Fisheries have requested that all further ship- 
ments of animals to Holyhead be suspended, and 
have decided ‘that no cnimals shall be moved 
out of any landing place in Great Britain excepi 
for immediate slaughter.

Unfortunately we had murderers in our own 
country, and people publiciy deiending murder 
in teaching, in newspaper articles, and speeches. 
Such teaching was inconsistent with Catholic 
doctrine, 1f they did not forgive those who 
trespassed against them their prayers were &A 
mockery. e bishops of the war-stricken 
districte had been with the Pope frequently, 
and had described to him the condition of their, 
dioceses, and the Pope said—-“ Immense tracts 
of land lie in empty solitude, uncultivated and 
abandoned.

The Sunday Times yesterday published the 
following statement made by Sir Hamar Green- 
wood, Chief.

I can assure you that every step is being 
taken to that end. I thay say, one is assisted 
by the leaders cf both parties in Belfast. The 
fighting, undou , Originated as a conse- 
quence of the ne OY Colonel Smyth in Cork. 
He was born in Ulster, and buried in n. 
This outbreak shows that one of the funda- 
mental difficulties in the Irish problem ia the 
fact that Irishmen themselves will fight amony 
themselves. The ideal would be realised 
Irishmen would agree on a, system of govern- 
ment for Ireland... When they do agree, the 
Irish question is settled. Their ‘disagreement is 
not the fault of the British people, or the 
British Government, or the British Army. 
Neither the people nor the. Govern- 
ment of Great Britain have ‘anything to do 
with outbreaks and murders in the North or in 
the South. The Government will do its best to 
a down these bitier and ecnseless conflicts. I 
iope all right-thinking people in Ireland, of all 
classes all parties, will assist. No party 
can benefit from murder. The Sinn Fein move- 
ment is not a sectarian movement, but, never- 
theless, every fight in the North ultimately re- 
solves itself into a conflict tween Roman 
Catholies and Protestants. The allegation that 
the troops are in Ireland to coerce is proved 
untrue by the fact that but for these troops 
there would, at the present moment, be civil 
war ofthe . bitterest and most sanguinary 
nature. There is one point to which I must cal! 
attention iú the present state of affairs. Much 
is made about the raiding of mails, which does 
not really seriously affect official correspondence. 
but taken with the cessation of the railways it 
may, unfortunately, mean a stoppage of old 
age pensions and other payments that can only 
be made through the mails carried by the 
trains. Up to the present, old age ‘pension 
money that has been stolen has been recouped 
to. the pensioner by the Government, in order 
that the innocent may not suffer. I know of no 
change in the Government policy. The Govern- 
ment is, of course, always ready to listen to re- 
presentations from Ireland on the part of per- 
sons who can speak with authority. The difficulty 
in Ireland is that great masses of people are 
uuder a reign of terror, and are inarticulate. 
It wou’d help matters considerabiy if authorita- 
tive groups could speak for Ireland, and assist 
the Government in trying to prevent the coun- 
try from rushing into anarchy. I know of no 
approach to the Gevernment by the Sinn Fein 
leaders.
